BOTANISTS FIND OIL 

Scientists, far from geology, 
have discovered oil in ihe de- 
sert Olmash area on the eastern 
coast ol the Caspian Sea. Bo- 
tanists spotted patches of bright 
fresh grass, which can bo easily 
seen from the all on Lbs stony 
saline land. 

By tills they reaffirmed the 
hypothesis that grass grows 
thickly along trartuies In the 
Earth's crust. The grfiBs growth 
Is stimulated by naphthenes, 
which have been discovered Ip 
the soil. Naphthenes are hydro- 
carbon oil compounds emerging 
through fractures from the 
bowels of tire Berth. On Ihe 
hoiatdslB' advice. geologists 
drilled a well and struck oil. 

Specialists in palynology, the 
science which studies plant 
pollen and spores, examined 
core samples from exploratory 
wellB and separated from them 
the pollen of ancient plants. 
They have been preserved for 
millions of ^cars In the rock 
structure. . Using the pollen 
palynologlsts determined the 
species of the plants, the age of 
the geologlral stratum 'and (he 
]R>ssiblc presence of oil. 

EXCAVATORS 
CAN DO ANYTHING 

Experts In land rerlnmnlinn 
will now he- side io increase 
productivity by .W per cent 
thanks in units dcveto]«d by Le- 
ningrad ill-signers. 

Having dug a trench, the poi- 
son operating ihe excavator, 
can detach the bucket by ju«l 
turning the lever.
